‘These people occupy a special place 
in the hearts of the Chaplain Corps. 
Fr. Pearsall fondly remembers, “Of 
all the people I have met in all 
countries of the world, the common 
people have been very good to us."

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Lunches 
to cost 
more? 


Along with nearly everything else, 
the cost of Wilmington's school lun- 
ches could go up in the fall 

So says Cafeteria Supervisor Anne 
Quinn who met with School Com- 
mittee members last week to discuss 
her priorities for. the coming school 


year. 
Quinn told the Committee she was 
that there was no money 
budgeted for the replacement of her 
department's aging equipment. 
Recently, she said, two major ap- 
pliances broke down within a week of 
each other. 

Only Wilmington and Lowell still 
serve Type A lunches to school 
children for 30 cents, Quinn said. 
Other neighboring towns, she said, 
are charging up to 40 cents for the 
same lunch. 

“Commodity foods are not free," 
she explained of the federal 
reimbursed lunch program foods. 
“They cost less than on the open 
market, but we must still pay for 
trucking and storing.” 

If the cost of lunches is not raised, 
she said, perhaps other actions could 
be taken to ease the drain on the 
cafeteria budget. Her suggestions 
included transferring managerial 
salaries back into the school budget 
from the independent and self- 
sustaining ria account and 
establishing a budget allocation for 
capital outlay. 

Until two years ago, according to 
Superintendent of Schools Walter 
Pierce, the salaries of cafeteria 
managers and supervisors were in- 
cluded in the school budget. They 
were transferred to the cafeteria 
budget, he said, after a cash balance 
of more than $100,000 built up in that 
account and have been gradually 
depleting the cash balance ever since 

“We can make one of two 
decisions,” Pierce told the Com- 
mittee. ‘Increase the cost of lunches 
or increase budget participation. 
With tax caps, I suggest we think 
about increasing the cost of lunch." 

The School Committee will make no 
final decision until after a further 
meeting with Quinn in the fall 
However, Committeeman John 
Brooks said he believed the Com- 
mittee’ sprimary concern should be 
“being able to provide the greatest 
number of children with reasonably 
affordable lunches.”’ 

“Tt is one of the main meals of the 
day for many,” Brooks said. 

Brooks pointed out that the current 
lunch served by Wilmington schools 
actually does cost 40 cents when 
dessert is included. Quinn countered, 
however, that foods such as chilled 
fruit, which are served in Wilmington 
as appetizers are called desserts in 
other towns. 

Committee member Linda Mc- 
Menimen said she was concerned 
about students who receive free 
junches “with a pack of cigarettes in 
their back pockets." 

“You know one could buy the 
other,’ she said. 

According to Quinn, however, 
actually fewer than one per cent of the 
school population receives free or 
reduced lunches. Of the 4,600 school 
children, she said, 47 receive free 
lunches and 148 receive reduced-price 
lunches. 

“| feel any student who needs a free 
lunch should have it, but I also see 
some getting free lunches who have a 
lot of money in their pockets, or who, 
on occasion, sell lunch tickets to other 
kids,"" said McMenimen. 

“Our real quarrel is with the 
federal guidelines that provide free 
food for families making $26,000 a 
year,"” charged Brooks, however.

Gillis returned to Wilmington in 
1969 as Bellissimo’s line coach and in 
1970 the Wildcats went unbeaten (9-0) 
to win the Class C title as halfback 
Mike Esposito and Jim's brother Dick 
spearheaded the attack. 

Gillis moved on to become the 
Austin Prep baseball coach in the 
years 71 through 73 and served as line 
coach with the Lawrence Regional 
football squad from 1972 to 1977. In 
1975 that team made it all the way to 
the Division III Schoolboy Superbowl. 

Takes over Wilmington baseball 

Jim latched on to the Wilmington 
baseball job in 1974 and has had a 
history ‘of success here that 
culminated with his team’s Eastern 
Mass Championship in 1977. 

Gillis didn't limit himself to the 
diamond at Wilmington High, 
however. He started the school’s club 
wrestling program in 1970 that is 
slated to attain varsity status next 
year under coach Mike Nee. 

When not coaching his matmen in 
the winter months Jim could be seen 
perched somewhere along the 
sidelines at the Billerica Forum 
where he served as the Merrimack 
Valley Hockey League trainer since 


1969. 

The Rec job came along in 1972 and 
Gillis has made it his business to see 
that Wilmington youngsters are kept 
busy over the summer months. 

He will miss coaching - naturally
